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BOSTON, June 13— Repub- 
can Gov. Francis W. Sargent, 
king election to-rilie. job he 
erited 18 months ago, was 
tely invited Vice President 
ow to stay out of tile Mass- 
lusetts campaign. im 
uemocrats are feuding and 
face a divisive four-way pri- 
mary for the right to chal- 
lenge Sargent. The lanky fib- 
erai GOP governor is anxfoita 
to keep them at it and doesn't 
want to offer them the pa 
tionai administration as a pu- 
litical target. 

Sargent isn't Interested, at 
least for the present, in any 
political assistance from Presi- 
dent Nixon, either. 

“I think we’d better go ti 
alone here,” Sargent said in 
an interview. So, when the na- 
tional party suggested an 
Agnew appearance at a June 9 
GOP fund-raising dinner, Sar- 
gent declined.

Sargent currently is favored 
to win the job he took over 
when John A. Vplpe resigned 
as governor to become Secre- 
tary of Transportation. “But 
I'm a realist,” he said. “I'm a 
Republican, and there aren’t 
that many Republicans in this 
state. Any Republican has to 
run scared.” 

Furthermore, Sen. Edward 
M. Kennedy tops the Demo- 
crats slate this year, and has 
promised a vigorous home- 
state campaign.
